ESPECIALLY  MERITORIOUS  PROMOTION 

Dr.  Robert  E.  Dunn,  a  junior  veterinarian  at  the  Helena,  Mont.,  field  station, 
whose  principal  work  is  in  connection  with  the  testing  of  cattle  for  Brucellosis 
and  tuberculosis,  has  been  granted  a  within-grade  promotion  for  especially 
meritorious  service  effective  March  1,  1944.  He  was  granted  this  promotion 
because  of  his  ingenuity  and  initiative  in  designing  and  constructing  for  use  in 
connection  with  his  official  work  a  practical  portable  holding  chute  and  squeeze 
gate  transportable  on  a  two-wheel  trailer. 

SANITARY    MEASURES     URGED     TO     PREVENT    SPREAD     OF 
ANAPLASMOSIS 

Numerous  cases  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  in  which 
anaplasmosis  has  been  spread  by  the  use  of  unclean  instruments  in  performing 
operations  on  cattle.     Recently  it  was  reported  that  a  lot  of  cattle  passing  through 
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a  public  stockyards  apparently  contracted  this  disease  by  having  their  horns 
tipped  in  which  operation  the  horns  in  some  cases  were  cut  back  so  as  to  cause 
bleeding. 

The  Bureau  feels  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  prevent  losses  of  this 
kind  by  advocating  the  application  of  necessary  sanitary  measures  that  will 
insure  the  cleaning  and  disinfection  of  instruments  between  each  individual 
operation.  It  is  desired,  therefore,  that  inspectors  in  charge  of  public-stockyards 
inspection  work  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  the  stockyards  management  and 
all  others  who  may  be  interested  and  urge  on  them  the  importance  of  proper 
cleaning  and  disinfection  of  instruments  used  in  dehorning,  castration,  marking,  vac- 
cination, drawing  blood,  or  other  surgical  operations  performed  at  the  stockyards.
